‘The 
youths had made three trips in a 
coupe with a turtle back com- 
partment in hauling the tires from 
the Ontario car lot to the hide- 
out in the citrus grove, according 
to the story related late last night 
to Mr. Mehl. About half of the 
tires had been taken from the dis- 
play rack when the activities were 
halted by Patrolmen William 
Schneider and P. H. Evans. 

While patrolling south on San 
Antonio, the officers observed the 
machine parked on the west side 
of the avenue at the tracks. When 
Officer Schneider alighted from 
the patrol car to make an inves- 
tigation, the youths fied. From 
the evidence-found.in the car, of-! 
ficers tentatively identified the oc- 
cupants. :

Purge the Relief Rolls 
How many people in Upland and throughout the county 
are getting relief money when they do not actually need this 
help from the public treasury? 


Perhaps only a few, but more than likely quite a large 
number of men and women are unrightfully on the relief 
rolls. It was privately reported that one local person this 
week admitted to friends that the family income was now 
$8 a day, including wages earned in private employment and 
wages from a publie-sponsored work project. 


Or, are we to presume that people are entitled to relief 
money and relief work—-whether or not they need it—if they 
ean get it? Or is the purpose of the relief program to pro- 
vide money only to those people who are unable to other- 
wise obtain enough food, clothing and shelter? 

The relief program in its various forms—direect and work 
projects—has grown to a huge magnitude. The general pub- 
lie recognizes the need now more than ever for such a pro- 
gram. Today almost every person not on relief, knows per- 
sonally people who are on relief. Benefits of such a pro- 
gram are evident every day. That such a program is likely 
to be permanent is also quite apparent. 

Time after time, comments are made that ‘‘chiseling’’ is 
quite rampant. All that is heard surely cannot be based on 
truth. It is likely, however, that there is considerable truth 
te the charges that money is wasted in the relief program 
and that many people op relief rolls are unjustified in ac- 
eepting public money. 

One of the big arguments in favor of the plan for county- 
administered relief funds is that the investigation of relief 
eases might be ‘‘closer at home’’ and that “‘chiseling’’ might 
be more easily detected. 

People, who through unfortunate circumstances, cannot 
pdtain work and who are totally depressed financially, sure- 
hy should be given public support. But no one likes a chis- 
eler. A change in the agency administering relief funds will 
be a constructive step to remove undeserving clients from 
the relief rolls. 

Governor Olson has in very certain and emphatic terms 
declared that he will use the limit of his influence to keep 
the legislators from changing the present form of relief ad- 
ministration. Senator Phillips of Riverside county is the out- 
spoken advocate of a change to county administration of re- 
fief. Perhaps there is a political significance, personally, 
im the stand of these two gentlemen. 

Under the present set-up there surely is an opportunity 
for politicians to wield personal influence. And of all places, 
the relief rolls should be free of ‘‘political’’ influence. 

However, as has been pointed out repeatedly by C. E. 
Grier. chairman of the San Bernardino county beard of sup- 
ervisors, the relief administration should not be transferred 
te the counties unles; there is a definite stipulation that the 


“money is to come from the present sources. 
The current discussion at Sacramento about the relief

Nowhere is this more 
evident that in democracies them- 
selves. 

PRINCIPLES REMAIN 


“Such legislation as now pro- 
posed and the seizure of every op- 
portunity to discredit democracy 
and democratic processes, hasten- 
ing- at all times to advertise the 
efficiency and the necessity of 
arbitrary powers, are telling most 
against democratic principles and 
democratic processes. Arbitrary 
governments the world over boast 
of their superior capacity in meet- 
ing the world’s problems and point 
to the admitted practices and 
methods of democracy to prove 
their claim. Faith in democracy 
is dying. Its principles and its 
methods are not breaking down. 
Under the cry of emergency we 
strike down the rights of the cit- 
izen and thus advertise to the 
world again and again that de- 
Mocracy cannot cope with mod- 
ern exigencies as against the 
competition of centralized power. 
With marvelous magnificence the 
little democracy of Finland has 
demonstrated to the world the fal- 
sity of this cowardly lie. 

This bill is only a sample. Many 
bills Have been introduced based 
upon the same principles as the 
proposed measure. The Congress 
could render no greater service to 
the world for free government and 
bring to it no greater distinction 
than by denouncing and striking 
down these measures one after an- 
other. 

CHECK “ISMS” 

It is important, vitally import- 
ant, that we expose and punish, as 
we are now engaged in doing, the 
activities of those whose “isms” 
run counter to the principles of 
our government. Whenever and 
wherever we can reach them 
through legal methods, let us 
reach them; and once having laid 
hands upon them under the law, 
neither apology nor flimsy excuse 
nor misguided mercy should in- 
terfere with their punishment. The 
most vicious enemies of human 
liberty, the most dangerous to free 


ligious persecution, no arbitrary 
government, no_ concentration 
camps, no breaking into homes, no 
unlawful arrests, no denials of 
personal liberty. 

When so-called emergency legis- 
lation strikes at this sacred docu- 
ment in any particular it shouid 
be stricken down without hesi- 
tancy. If doubts are to be indulg- 
ed in, they should be resolved 
against all possible encroachments. 
The glory of the Bill of Rights is 
that it is a restraint upon gov- 
ernment as well as upon individ- 

fuals; that it protects the rights 
of the people against those who 
have been entrusted with power 
and who have betrayed their trust. 
And not only are our interests in- 
volved, not only is this Bill of 
Rights a sacred document of the 
American people, but when the 
time comes—as, please God, I am 
sure it will come—that the op- 
pressed people of the world begin 
to fight their way back to civil- 
ization and away from the fright- 
ful “isms” which engulf them in 
misery and slavery, they will look 
to this Bill of Rights as embody- 
ing their hopes and ideals and will 
judge it according to the worth 
‘and the efficiency which we have 
| by our acts and words given it. 

| Not long ago a traveler from a 
j totalitarian state, after spending 
months in America, said to his 
people, “Before any progress can 
be made in breaking down Amer- 
ican institutions, a way must ‘be 
found to discredit the American 
Bill of Rights.”’ I have said it is 
a sacred document.
